Crossroads parking contract to cost Fire code violations investigation 
began into office fire in student center 


UNO one million dollars per semester

Looking at the pump and grocery 
store, it is easy to see the increasing 
prices in today’s economy. 

UNO students are certainly 
no stranger to the growing cost of 
living, but coming in the next few 
weeks, a new contract between UNO 
and its off-campus parking option, 
Crossroads, will be yet another 
price hike that students will have to 
burden. 

Citing the need to “maintain 
their level of quality and services,” 
Crossroads Mall’s management 
company, Simon Property Group 
Inc., renegotiated the contract that 
UNO had to utilize more than 1,000 
parking spaces as a solution to a 
congested campus. 

The new contract will cost UNO 
one million dollars per semester, 
approximately $15,000 per day. Each 
student will ultimately cover the 
increase to the shuttle bus portion 
of the University Programs and 
Facilities Fee. 

Previously, UNO was_ paying 
$3,000 per day for parking, after 
another contract change from $127 
per day. 

When the $3,000 contract began 
Feb. 1, Associate Vice Chancellor for 
Student Affairs Wade Robinson spoke 


to the Student Senate, explaining the 
university’s position. 

Robinson said the university 
would pursue other options, but that 


Crossroads' garage continued to be 


the best option at that time. 

The Gateway also reported that 
Associate Vice Chancellor of Finance 
Julie Totten said that Crossroads had 
been a good partner. 

“We've had a good relationship 
with Crossroads. We can work 
out something that is mutually 
satisfactory. We’re not taking it off 
the table, but we need to look at other 
options,” Totten told the Gateway. 

The University of Nebraska Board 
of Regents will discuss the increase 
at its April 18. 

Robinson will present the adjusted 
budget and request approval. 

UNO astronomy major Mitch 
Johnson said that while he understood 
the university’s difficult position, 
such a huge increase after the $3,000 
increase was unbelievable. 

“I can not believe that UNO is 
rolling over for this,” Johnson said. 
“I think students would rather have 
to come to school 30 minutes earlier 
than pay a million dollars.

An office fire in the student center last 
Thursday was the spark of an investigation 
into possible fire code violations in several 
offices, including the site of the fire, the 
student newspaper, the Gateway. 

Firefighters were called to the Milo 
Bail Student Center for a report of a small 
fire, contained in the 9.5” by 9” by 10” 
office of Gateway Editor-in-Chief Scott 
Stewart.

By the time they arrived, the fire 
had overtaken the office, but was 
immediately put out. 

No injuries were reported. 
Stewart was out of the office at 
the time of the fire, said Gateway 


Publications Manager Carol 
Buffington. 

“T haven’t seen him for weeks,” 
Buffington said.

Fire Marshall John Benning said 
that with only one way out of the 
offices, located in the former game 
room, if the fire had spread, things 
could have been worse.

PHILADELPHIA (CSTV U-WIRE) - It 
was a quiet Sunday afternoon on the high- 
rise fields at 40th and Walnut streets until 
15 members of the Middlebury College 
Quidditch team pulled up in two vans. 

Out emerged the Quidditch players — 
broomsticks, bludgers, hoops and quaffles 
in hand — ready to share their adaptation 
of the Harry Potter sport, as described 
in J.K. Rowling’s fantasy series, with 

the Penn campus. 
“Rule number one of Quidditch 
is you have to be on your broom at all 
times,” announced Middlebury junior 
Alex Benepe, who co-founded the 
team and is now its commissioner. 

The visit to Penn was part 
of the team’s first-ever spring 
break tour, which will reach 

eight colleges across the 
northeast this week. 

Benepe said the goal of 
the trip is to inspire other 
schools to start their 
own teams and join 
Middlebury at the 
World Cup — the 
college’s annual 
Quidditch 


tournament now in its fourth 
year. 
Me Nod Quidditch has 
spread beyond Middlebury — 
the Intercollegiate Quidditch 


Association is composed of 
70 member colleges from across the 
country, with over 21,000 members in the 
Facebook group. 

“{The game] appeals to people for whom 
the novelty of childhood hasn’t worn off,” 
said Middlebury freshman Donny Dickson, 
who gave a play-by-play commentary on 
the match at Penn. Dickson usually plays
